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ARBITRATION TREATY 


Its Friends Unable to Get a Day Set 
For Final Vote. 


TO REPEAL CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


■Ill Prohibiting Exhibition of Picture* ef 
Prise tig h ts— Grosvenor and McMillan 
on the Mew Tariff Law—Oowdjr Files 
His Bend—Postmasters Nominated—Mc­ 
Kinley’* Dinner to Cablnot Member*. 


W ashington, March 23. — Senator 
Davis, chairman of the senate commit­ 
tee on foreign relations, made a deter­ 
mined effort yesterday to secure unani­ 
mous consent to fix a day when the 
final vote should be taken on the arbi­ 
tration treaty, but only succeeded to 
the extent of obtaining an agreement to 
a time for a vote on the miscellaneous 
amendments. It was only after decided 
controversy that the opponents of ratifi­ 
cation agreed to a date for voting on the 
amendments. 
The understanding as to the vote pro­ 
vides that the general discussion on 
amendments shall continue until 2 
o’clock on Wednesday of next week, 
when a vote is to be taken on those 
which may be pending at that time; 
that in case any of the amendments are 
agreed to, the treaty as amended shall be 
{Minted and returned to the senate and 
shall still be open to amendment, but 
that the final vote on amendment* shall 
be taken at 4 o'clock the following day, 
Thursday. 
The main debate of the day was upon 
the Chilton amendment providing for 
submitting all agreements for arbitra­ 
tion made under the treaty to the sen* 1 
ate for its approval before entering up­ 
on a connie of settlement. 
Senator 
Morgan announced himself aa opposed 
to the treaty in any shape, but if it was 
to be m u find at all the amendment 
should by all means be accepted; other-, 
wise the treaty would be subversive of j 
some of our most cherished American 
ideas. 
Senator Lodge said that while al­ 
ways a warm advocate of the principle 
of arbitration, lie had from the first 
contended 
for 
amendments 
watch 
would render the treaty acceptable to 
the American public- He felt satisfied 
that the modifications mads in commit­ 
tee had accomplished this purpose and 
that the document as amended was one 
that would commeud itself to every 
supporter of peaceable methods for the 
adjustment of disputes and to every 
frieud of humanity. 
He held that the 
committee amendments would in effect 
require the submission of all agreements 
tinder the treatv to the senate. 
Sen at ors Davis and Hoar made brief 
speeches, practically taking the same 
ground. 
Several senators, among them 
Messrs. Thurston and Spooner, asked if 
this were the case, why it should not be 
explicitly stated, as in the Chilton pro­ 
vision. 
They advanced the idea that 
the adoption of this langauge might 
have the effect of preventing future 
misunderstanding*.

For measuring the lighting power the 
most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim ­ 
ple appli nation the experiment can be 
tried easily at home. 
A sheet of w hite 
paper w ith a grease spot in the center 
is pnt into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an 
ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
When the frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both sides. 
By moving the frame with 
the sheet of paper slow ly toward the 
less brilliant lignt— that is, the candle 
—it w ill arrive finally at a point where 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared cn both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
botli sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness p re v a ils and no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
the paper and the lamp GO inches and 
yet the brightness on both sides of the 
paper is the same, then the light of the 
lamp w ill be as strong as that of nine 
candles. 
The calculation is based upor. 
the distances, the figures of which are 
m ultiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—here, for instance, GO times GO 
divided by 20 m ultiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of course, is the most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it if 
the principle for all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in the iaborataric*,— Pear 
Km « Weekly.

Worse Trainers and Jockey* Find It Use­ 
ful as k. Bracer For Thetr Nags. 
W ithin a recent period oooaine has 
00me into use on the race track as a 
stim ulant Horses that are worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given 10 to 15 grains of 
cooaine by the needle under the skin at 
the time of starting, or a few moment« 
before. 
The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
which the horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the race. 
This agitation continues, and the drivei 
has difficulty in “ «lowing down” the 
horse after the race is over; not unfrw 
qoeutly the horse w ill go half way rowr! 
again before he can be stopped. The ex­ 
haustion which follows is not marked) 
except in the great thirst and loss c i ap­ 
petite. 
Sometimes diarrhea and trem­ 
bling follow. But good grooms give an- 
nsual attention to rubbing and bathing 
the legs in hot water and stimulanta 
The general effect on the horse is d» 
pression, from which he soon recovers, 
but it is found essential to give cocaine 
again to make sure of his speed. 
The 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as the use increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follow s before the race 
begins drivers give «second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. 
Sometimes the 
horse becomes delirious and onmannge- 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or be 
drops dead on the track from oocaine, al­ 
though the cause is unknown to any b u t, 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as 30 grains at 
time, bnt this is dangerous and only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a temporary stim ulant for the 
time. 
It is claimed that the flashing 
eyes and trembling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of the use of

W ashisotow, March 25. — Senator 
Davis, chairman of the senate commit­ 
tee on foreign relations, made a deter­ 
mined effort yesterday to secure unani­ 
mous consent to fix a day when the 
final vote should be taken on the arbi­ 
tration treaty, but only succeeded to 
the extent of obtaining an agreement to 
a time for a vote on the miscellaneous 
amendments. It was only after decided 
contooversy that the opponents of ratifi­ 
cation agreed to a date for voting on the 
amendments. 
The understanding as to the vote pro­ 
vides that the general discussion on 
amendments shall 
continue 
until 
2 
O’clock on W ednesday of next week, 
when a vote is to be taken on those 
which may be pending at that time; 
that in case sa y of the amendments are 
agreed to, the treaty as amended shall be 
printed aud returned to the senate and 
shall still be open to amendment, but 
that the final vote on amendments shall 
be taken at 4 o ’clock the following day. 
Thursday. 
The main debate of the day wa* upon 
the Chilton amendment providing for 
submitting all agreements for arbitra­ 
tion made under the treat y to the sen­ 
ate for its approval before entering up­ 
on a course of settlement. 
Senator 
Morgan announced himself as opposed 
to the treaty in any shape, but if it was 
to bs ratified at ail the amendment 
should by all means be accepted; other­ 
wise the treaty would be subversive of 
some of our most cherished American 
ideas. 
Senator Lodge said that while al­ 
ways a warm advocate of the principle 
of arbitration, he had from the first 
contended 
for 
amendments 
which 
would render the treaty acceptable to 
the American public* 
He felt satisfied 
that the modification* made in com m it­ 
tee had aooomplishod Mils purpose and 
that the document aa amended was one 
that would commend itself to every 
supporter of peaceable methods for the 
adjustment of dispu te and to every 
fneud of humanity. 
He held that the 
committee amendments would in effect 
require the submission of all agreements 
under the treaty to the senate 
Senators Davis and Hoar made brief 
speeches, practically taking the same 
ground. 
Several senator*, among them 
Messrs. Thurston and Spooner, asked if 
this were the case, why it should not be 
explicitly stated, as in the Chilton pro­ 
vision.

— Th* 
court of appeals has decided that the 
banks of the state must be taxed under 
the ad valorem system, thus reversing 
a decision rendered something over a 
year ago. 
This decision comes as a 
blow to the banking Institutions of the 
state, which heretofore have been taxed 
under th© Hewitt bill, passed in 18N6, 
and which provided for the payment of 
75 cents on each $100 worth of capital 
stock. Under the ad valorem system 
they must pay the regular tax rate, not 
only on their capital stock, but on all 
the property that they may have in 
their possession.

It is in marked contrast with 
that of President Cleveland, and its 
effect in producing favorable action on 


the part of the Spanish authorties has 
been almost electrical. 
During Presi­ 
dent Cleveland's administration the 
doors of the Spanish prisons in Cuba 
closed upon scores of American citizens 
and remained closed. 
A few days be­ 
fore President McKinley s inauguration 
Senator Sherman, his prospective secre­ 
tary of state, announced in the senate 
in clear, ringing terms that American 
citizens must and should be protected, 
and their full rights demanded at any 
cost, and this was followed 
by an 
equally explicit and vigorous expression 
by President McKinley in his inaugu­ 
ral. 
The result of these two expres­ 
sions has been that the doors of the 
prisons in Cuba have been flying open 
to the imprisoned American citizens 
almost daily since President McKin­ 
ley’s inaugration. 
This has been ac­ 
complished without threat or bluster, 
but it has been accomplished.

lighting is competing w ith the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a public 
matter. How many candle power? The 
queetiuB is very sim ple and yet m ysteri­ 
ous to the layman. 
For measuring the lighting power the 
most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. Lr its most sim­ 
ple application the experiment can be 
tried easily at home. 
A sheet of white 
paper w ith a grease spot in the center 
Is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
When the frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both sides. 
By m oving the frame w ith 
the sheet of paper slow ly toward the 
less brilliant lignt— that is, tho candle 
—it w ill arrive finally at a point where 
the grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared en both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exist* 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle. 
If the candle is 20 inches distrait from 
the paper and the lamp OO inches and 
yet the brightness on both aides of the 
paper is the same, then the light of the 
lamp w ill be as strong as that of nine 
candles. 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which are 
m ultiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—her**, for instance, OO times OO 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of course, is the most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru 
rn exits act'd in the laboratories,— Pear 
son’s Weekly.

Bors# Trainers and Jockeys Find It Use­ 
ful aa k. Bracer For Their Nags. 
W ithin a recent period cocaine has 
come into nae on the race track as a 
stim ulant Horses that are worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given IO to 16 grains of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the time of starting, or a few moments 
before. 
The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
which the horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the race. 
This agitation continues, and the drives 
bas difficulty in “ slowing dowu” the 
horse after the race is over; not unfrw 
quelltly the horse will go half way rcraarl 
again before he can be stopped. The tat* 
haustion which follows is not m arked 
except in the great thirst and loss of ap­ 
petite. 
Sometimes diarrhea and treat- 
bling follow. But good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing and bathing 
the legs in hot water and stimulant* 
The general effect on the horse is dw 
pression, from which he soon reco v er 
but it is found essential to give cocain* 
again to make sure of his speed. 
The 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as the use increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before the raoe 
begins drivers give a second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. 
Sometimes tbs 
horse becomes delirious and unmanage­ 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al­ 
though the cause is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as SO grains at a 
time, bat this is dangerous and only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a temporary stim ulant for the 
time. 
It is claimed that the flashing 
eyes and trembling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of the use of 
«vmina —Cincinnati Enquirer.
